Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of

SECTION 1. SPECIAL IMMIGRANT NONMINISTER RELIGIOUS WORKER
PROGRAM.

Subclauses (II) and (III) of section 101(a)(27)(C)(ii) of the
Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1101(a)27)C)(ii)) are
amended by striking “March 6, 2009,” each place such term appears
and inserting “September 30, 2009,”.

SEC. 2. WAIVER OF FOREIGN COUNTRY RESIDENCE REQUIREMENT
WITH RESPECT TO INTERNATIONAL MEDICAL GRADUATES.

“March 6, 2009” and inserting “September 30, 2009”.
